Specification and the Relaxed Specification of all grades ofpaddy has been mentioned in 
Schedule B below for the remaining period of Kharif Marketing Season , 2007-2008 
commencing from the 24th June 2008 .

( iii) Within the overall limit of 1.0 % for organic foreign matter, poisonous seeds 

shall not exceed 0.5 % of which Dhaturas and Akra Seeds ( Vicia species ) not 
to exceed 0.025 % and 0.2 % , respectively.
